Mr.  GJhairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,

I have  the  honour  to  present  niy  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952 
v/hich  has  been  cc2n]pilod  according  to  the  directions  issued  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  v\;hich  follovjs  the  linos  of  last  year's  report. 

Statistical  information,  including  vital  statistics,  relating  to 
your  district,  concludes  the  report* 

Staff  and  Aclministrativc  Arrangements. 

Tliroughout  the  year  under  rcviov\/  I have  acted  as  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  ponding  the  settlement  of  future  policy  and  the  appointment  of  a 
perrin.ncnt  officer.  As  n-y  duties  load  to  be  carried  out  in  addition  to  those  of 
ray  own  full  time  appointment  olscvdicrc,  I did  not  dean  it  wise  to  make  any 
major  changes  in  the  present  arrangsmonts  and  have  regarded  ray  position  csscntia.lly 
as  that  of  locum  tenons. 

Hcvcrtholcss,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  maldng  some 
observations  for  the  consideration  of  nmibers,  and  for  the  benefit  of  my 
successor;  - 

1.  It  seems  obvious  to  me  that  in  an  area,  such  as  Area  1,  of  Yihich  Blofield  & 
Plogg  is  a part,  and  v/hero  distances  are  large,  it  Vi/ould  be  to  the  benefit  both 
of  the  District  Council  and  the  County  Council  for  the  v/ork  to  be  carried  out 
as  far  as  possible  frore  one  office. 

While  a great  proportion  of  the  v/ork  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  must  necessarily 
be  based  on  the  District  Council  Offices,  those  matters  with  which  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  particularly  closely  concerned,  such  as  infectious  disease 
control,  are  clearly  much  better  dealt  v/ith  from  one  base.  The  keeping  and 
supervision  of  records,  the  canpilation  of  data  and  the  preparation  of  reports 
arc  thereby  much  facilitated  and  moreover  it  is  possible  to  maintain  a continuity 
in  the  v/ork  and  to  benefit  from  the  saving  which  comes  from  adopting  standard 
procedures.  Furthermore,  general  medical  practitioners  are  able  to  contact 
their  Medical  Officer  of  Health  more  easily  and  the  Medical  Officer  himself 
receives  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  direct,  without  any  delay. 

In  Area  5,  which  has  much  in  common  with  Arco.  1,  I have  been  convinced  from 
experience  both  of  the  practicability  and  desirability  of  working  in  Uiis  v/ay. 

Population. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  your  population  at  31,550,  cempared 
with  31,690  last  year,  - a decrease  of  140  persons. 

There  were  368  live  births  and  351  deaths,  giving  a natur'al  increase 
of  17,  The  tendency  to  movGr.ent  out  of  your  district  v/hich  I mentioned  last  year, 
has  therefore  continued. 

Death  Rates, 

The  351  deaths  represent  a rate  of  1L,13  per  1,000  of  the  population 
cQTAparod  with  11,3  for  England,  and  Wales  as  a whole.  There  were  368  live  births 
giving  a birth  rate  of  11,07  conpared  v/ith  15,3  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
v/hole.  The  birth  rate  has  now'  fallen  for  six  years  in  succession  - (from 
18,80  in  1947),  There  has  been  a similar  trend  in  the  figures  for  the  country  as 
a whole,  which  have  dh'.iinished  frai  20,5  in  1947  to  15,3  in  1952,  We  can 
thus  expect  a diminishing  number  of  ontiants  into  the  schools  in  ttio  inmodiate 
years  to  come. 

Seven  children  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  19.02  conparod  with  27,6  for  England  and  Wales.  This  is 


reasonably  satisfactory  and  in  keeping  vdth  the  general  tondonc3^  tovards  lower 
rates  in  rural  areas. 

Infectious  Diseases, (Tables  11  and  12), 

974  cases  of  infectious  disease  wore  notified  of  which  709  were 
attributed  to  measles.  There  wore  no  daaths  from  this  cause.  Sixty- two  cases 

of  whooping cDUgh  v;ith  one  death  wore  reported.  The  county  scheme  for  whooping 
cough  immunisation  has  novi/  been  appro-ved  by  the  Ministry  and  is  expected  to  bo  in 
operation  early  in  1953, 

T uborculosis , 


38  nav  cases  of  tuboroulosis  were  notified  during  the  year  of  v4iich 
30  wore  pulmonary.  This  is  about  average  for  the  post-war  years.  It  will  bo 
noticed  that  196  cases  (l52  of  them  pulmonary)  rema.in  on  the  register, 

Iixiunisation  and  Vaccination, 

I regret  that  these  figures  are  not  to  Imnd  o\r/ing  to  the  feet  tliat  I 
have  not  been  responsible  for  tlriis  work. 

Housing, 

During  the  year  69  nov/  houses  have  boon  completed  mld.ng  a total  of 
463  corplotod  by  December,  1952, 

The  total  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  is  1366  out  of  the 
total  of  9,831  rateable  dwellings  in  the  District,  Twenty-nine  Demolition 
Orders  v/oro  made  during  1952, 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  both  the  number  of  houses  caipletod  and.  the 
number  of  Demolition  Orders  made  have  risen  during  the  year  but  the  rate  of  v/ork 
in  both  fields  yet  needs  to  bo  further  stopped  up. 

National  Assistance  Met,  1948,  kniended  Act,  1951, 

No  action  v;as  taken  in  connection  'With  those  pov/ors  during  the  year. 
Fluoridation  of  Tfator  Supplies, 

A report  of  an  export  cor.mittoo  which  visited  tlic  United  States 
recently  to  invostir^to  the  effect  of  fluoridation  of  the  public  Vi/atcr  supply  on 
the  rate  of  dental  caries  lias  recently  published  its  report  and  has  reached  the 
conclusion  that  whore  the  natural  supply  is  deficient  in  fluorine  it  is  of  very 
material  benefit  to  ad.d  the  chemical  artifically  to  the  water  to  give  a figure 
of  approximately  1,0  part  per  million*  The  report  is  very  conprohonsivo  and 
should  bo  of  interest  to  everyone  responsible  f or  water  undertakings,  I would 
sufpgost  that  the  Council’s  main  supi^lics  are  examined  for  tlioir  fluordno  content 
and  the  matter  thoroughly  investigated  if  the  figure  is  less  than  0,5  parts 
per  million, 

I would  lilce  to  express  my  thanks  to  Council  members  for  their 
co-operation,  to  Mr,  G,  Hollier  and  Mr,  B,J,  Dawson  and  other  officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  willing  assistance.
